The heaviest rainfall was 
in the lower Missouri! valley and the Cen- 
tral Mississippi valley, with St. Louis as a 
center. 

Monday morning rain was falling in Colo- 
rado, Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, Missouri, 
Illinois, Tennessee, North Carolina and 
Kentucky. 

The weather officials could see no im- 
mediate relief for the flooded districts. 
The rains that will affect the Missouri and 
Kansas rivers, however, are light, but the 
rivers will not fall for several hours. 

The Mississippi is rising and will con- 
tinue to rise for some days. 


BOND FOR INDICTED SENATORS 


No lives were lost in the fire and only 
eight buildings were destroyed by the fire. 

Early reports were unavoidably exagger- 
ated. The burning of lumber piles gave 
the impression that the whole of the north 
part of the city was going and no one 
was found who placed his estimate of the 
loss of life under the hundreds. 


Family after family, which had been re- 
ported by relatives and friends as having 
been drowned, have been coming Into the 
city all day long. Pathetie indeed are the 
many scenes of reunions. 
. With the smoke cleared away, the Kaw 
falling and communication by boat less 
difficult, additional light on the subject 
was received this morning and the reduc- 
tion in the estimated loses of life followed. 
About 200 people are still. at North Te- 
peka, 150 of them being in the upper story 
of the woolen mill. They are well fed but 
extremely uncomfortable. 


At 8 o'clock this morning the Kaw river 
is almost at a standstill, with a slight 
tendency toward falling. There is no ris- 
ing water from above. The rain has fallen 
without cessation for the last 72 hours, 
but at no time has it been in the nature 

a cloudburst. The situation at North 
opeka is improving. There is but little 
more danger of death from drowning. 
Except in isolated cases the refugees have 
been cared for. Many are wearing insuffi- 
cient- clothing. Hundreds are sleeping in 


the river at that point. A number of peo- 
ple have been pulled across from the 
stricken district over a wire cable where 
the Melan bridge stood. A sand dredge 
was operated after the manner of a 
breeches buvy. 

It is impossible to obtain anything’ like 
an authentic list of the dead at present. 

The property loss from the best estimates 
now possible will amount to approximately 
one million dollars. 

The whole of North Topeka is still under 
water seven feet deep. While the two 
hundred people penned up in the second 
stories of various buildings have plenty of 
food, they are in great need of good drink- 
ring water, which is being supplied as rap-j| 
idly as possible in barrels and cans. 


The steat. tear? present is that come 
of the buildings in North Topeka may eol- 
lapse because of their foundations being 
undermined with water. There is ‘no im- 
mediate apprehension that the woolen mill 
will go down, but at the same time every 
effort will be made to extricate the people 
from that point as quickly as possible to 
avoilai any chance of further loss of life. 

Only one railroad line can get in or out 
of Topeka today and that is the Santa 
Fe, by woy of Emporia. A train was 
sent to Emporia this morning at 5 o'clock 
and another will be sent out at noon. 
From Emporia the train will try to go 
east via Ottawa on the Missouri Pacific. 

Today more boats have arrived and in 
addition the Chicago Lumber Co. has con- 
etructed a rude boat propelled by a gaso- 
line engine.

ARGENTINE INUNDATED. 


Two-thirds of Argentine, a railroad and 
mTranufacturing town on the south bank of 
the Kansas river, six miles from Kansas 
City, is inundated by 10 to 12 feet of water 
and probably $500,000 of damage has been 
done. 

Forty-five of the 6500 inhabitants are 
homeless and nearly 3000 are destitute. Five 
bridges have been swept away, all the 
railroad tracks and factories are under 
water and business ts suspended.

THE PEOPLE WARNED. 


The people in the flooded district had 
ample warning, but clinging to their houses 
hoping for a fall of water, until they 
could egcape only by boat or rafts. The 
water is quiet except where the new chan- 
nel is being worn, and there will be no 
loss of life. Further rise of the water 
will not increase the flooded area, which 
already reaches to the bluff, but will iake 
away many houses now inundated but stil] 
resting on their foundations. “There is 
urgent need of food and clothing. The 
refugees are being sheltered in the houses 
on high ground, which are safe. The sit- 
uation in the suburb of Armourdale is one 
of utter desolation, with every prospect 
that the financial loss, already heavy, will 
be greater within the next 24 hours. In 
the section are sftuated all the large pack- 
ing houses, Armour’s, Swift’s, Cudahv's 
and Swartzschild & Sulzbergers,s. The 
loss to these plants alone wi!] be close to 
$2.000,000. as the agents of Bw... & Co. es- 
timate their loss to be close to $1,000.00. 


WHOLESALE HOUSES FLOODED. 


In the wholesale district there will be 
no active business for sime time after the 
abatement of the flood. There are scores’ 
of wholesale houses here, and in every one 
of them the water had flooded the first 
floor, and In many cases reached the celil- 
ings of the first story. 

There were rumors that the total number 
of deaths in the wholesale district of the 
city during the latter part of the day will 
reach as high as fifty. but there 1s no 
direct evidence of this. and no possible way 
of determining the matter until the waters 
subside. Directly south of the viaduct 
stood the warehouse of the Missour! Lime 
and Cement Co., a building 150 feet long 
and 30 feet wide. Close to it stood a num- 
ber of cars loaded with Mme, and at 5 
o’clock they were al] ablaze and with them 
went the warehouse and all it contained.

UPON KANSAS CITY VICTIMS 
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Street Railway Power 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 1—The awful 
suddenness of the flood was its feature. 
Eusinessé men left water-soaked cellars in 
the bottoms, where the sewers had leaked, 
at 10 o'clock yesterday, to attend a meet- 
ing in the Commercial Club rooms to give 
relief to Kansas City, Kan., and at 12 
c’clock they found the water feet deep Over 
the streets, and in their warehouses, and 
they were unable to reach the plants at 
all. 

In two hours the flood came, and the west 
bottoms were doomed. The fearful flow 
came down the Kaw valley like a tidal 
wave and swallowed up millions of dollars 
in two hours. 

So quickly did it come that it caught 
a train at the Twelfth egtreet viaduct, and 
before it could race the engine fires were 
out, and it is still there. It caught another 
engine headed for a roundhouse and left 
it stalled on a turntable. 

A message to the Times from Kansas 
City, Kan., by the way of Leavenworth, 
at o'clock thfs morning, says that 27 
men were on the Union Pacific bridge 
which spanned the Kansas river, when it 
went down, and all of the men were 
drowned, It is said that many persons 
saw the helpless men drown 

The situation here is so desperate that 
the national guard has taken charge of the 
policing of the town. :

The river steamers can not work because 
of the swiftness of the stream, and there 
ig not a small steam launch in this vicini- 
ty. Business in Kansas City is paralyzed, 
and no one can tell when it will be re- 
sumed. Only the second stories of huge im- 
plement warehouses are accessible, and 
then only by boat. The Live Stock Ex- 
change is flooded to the second story, the 
main floor and basement offices being ful! 
of water. 

The water supply of the entire city is 

shut off and not a drop is obtainable from 
any source, except tho cistern. The Tur- 
key creek plant is under several feet of 
rapidly flowing current, and it may be 
some days before pumping can be done 
there.

The water. in the 
Union Depot is 6 feet 9 inches deep tonight 
and still rising, and baggage was suspend- 
ed from ropes and tackie to keep it out of 
the wet, while no trains were running. 
Scores of box cars went up in flames from 
fires etarted by slacking lime; nine of 
these fires were going on at one time to- 
night 

Harlem, across the Missouri, is gone, 
probably «fpr all time. The Missouri has 
cut @ new channel above it, and Kansas 
City will probably add.to its limits a good- 
ly slice of Clay County and be a couple of 
miles inland when the flood goes down. 
The east bottoms are part of the tre- 
mendous lake, and the Blue valley is an 
arm of the sea. The waters are over all of 
them and only the gasworks of all the 
public utilities are still in service, and 
that but a foot to the good. 


Meat Confiscated 
to Prevent Famine. 


There would have been a famine but for 
the discovery of two refrigerator carloads 
of meat in the rallroad yards, and the 
generosity of a contractor, who sent a 
wagonload of bread from Kansas City for 
free distribution. The meat was confiscated, 
and the bread and meat is being served 
at the city hall to all applicants. Many of 
the destitute are negroes who have not 
even saved suffictent clothing. 

The people in the flooded district had 
ample warning, but clung to their houses, 
hoping for a fall of the water, until they 
could escape only by boat or rafts. 

Capt. Weber, who was in charge of cen- 
tral police department, became desperate. 
He had men, but could not get boats and 
skiffs. Many were at the river, but the 
river rats refused to give them up for the 
rescue of v@tims. Capt. Weber calied his 
men up and sald: “Go to the river and 
seize every boat In sight. I don't give a 
a—n who they belong to. Take them by 
force if necessary.” 

Wagons were sent by the fire department 
to central police station, where they wero 
manned with police officers and they drove 
swiftly to the foot of main street.

TOPEKA, Kan. June 1—~A cow swam to

Last night a woman and a little baby 
were brought to the bridge by rescuers. 
Both were almost starved. A rescuer got 
a bucket and milked the cow and gave the 


milk to the woman and baby. 

Buildings in the submerged district con- 
tinue to collapse. It is reported that two 
or three big store buildings on North Kan- 
S48 avenue, which escaped the fire, are 
crumbling. 

Notwithstanding their precarious condi- 
tion, many of the sufferers held religious 
Services Sunday in the buildings where 
they were cooped. It was a touching sight, 
the rescuers say, to see persons of all 
walks of Mfe bowed down in prayer to- 
gether. ‘ 

When the river falls three feet lower 
here the water company will again start 
its engines and this will relieve much of 
the stress in the city. Fifty or more 
flood sufferers are living in passenger 
coaches on the Rock Island tracks. Water 
surrounds the cars, but there is no dan- 
ger. 

Twelve engines and cars loaded with 
Scrap’irgon have been placed on the Santa 
Fe bridge, and although a great mass of 
wreckage is pressing against the bridge, it 
is holding its own. 

Two women and a baby were drowned 
tonight by the capsizing of a boat. They 
had been rescued by Charles Estes and 
Miles Salyer at the foot of Monroe street. 


Young Rescuers 
Refused Pay. 


These young men made twenty-six trips 
out into the river after refugees. 

All the persons yet remaining in North 
Topeka at places of refuge have a supply 
of food sufficient to last for three days. 
with the possible exception of those In the 
woolen mills. 

Thousands of dead horses, cattle and 
smaller animals are floating down stream. 
A well-known man of North Topeka of- 
fered two young men $150. if they would 
conduct his family from his house. to the 
woolen mill. This the young men declined, 
saying that the family were already in 
places of safety and that, anyway, they 
were not risking their lives on such a tur- 
bulent stream for such a thing as money. 

The young men then went on their way 

and rescued a family of poor Russians from 
their ‘perilous situation. 
One who worked long with the life savers 
was R. F. Hayden, probate judge of Shaw- 
nee County. At 3 o’clock this morning he 
entered his boat to return to the north side. 
The strong current mastered him and he 
was swept down the river. He has not 
been seen since. 

Forty-two families in the north part of 
Auburndale were driven out of their homes. 
Théy began moving out Friday evening. 
Eight families moved to higher ground on 
Circle street, but the water rose 60 rapidly 
during the night that Saturday morning 
the same families were obliged to move still 
farther south. The heaviest individual loser 
is Joseph J. Fields, former treasurer of 
Wabunsee County, who recently built a 
nice home on the low ground east of the 
state insane asylum garden.

The astonishing thing about the catas- 
trophe is the minimum of illness among 
the sufferers. There are only two persons 
in the temporary hospital—# woman and & 
small boy. Another woman suffering from 
pleurisy declined to go to the hospital last 
night and slept in Lincoln Post Hall. At 
the Salvation Army barracks 4 10-year-old 
boy is sick with fever, but is not in a 8@- 
rious condition. These four cases consti- 
tute the total number among those who 
have applied for relief. 

A temporary hospital was improvised in 
a small building on Christ Hospital 
grounds. It has been fitted up com fort- 
ably and nurses from ‘the hospital will at- 
tend the patients. The Santa Fe Railroad 
has given its old shop building for hos- 
pital and sleeping purposes. The upper 
story is heated and bunks have been put in. 
It has not and possibly will not be called 
into requisition. for hospital purposes, but 
about 50 persons are sleeping there. 

By Tuesday morning a well-equipped gas- 
oline launch will be ready to take part in 
the relief work. The boat will be a side- 
wheeler. The work will be pushed with 
1e utmost rapidity.

Physician’s Story 
of the Catastrophe. 


Dr. L. M. Power has spent the greater 
part of his time in North Topeka since 
the flood. In speaking of his experiences 
there Saturday he said:

Rescuers Knocked Numbed 
Persons From the Trees.

The first flood victims to be rescued by 
means of the cable was the Rev. A. N.

We were fairly warmly dressed, 
but had only two loaves of bread for our 
family of four during that time. All day 
Saturday and today we had nothing to eat.

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LY ONE TRAIN SENT. 
OUT OF KANSAS CITY 
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Complete. Prostration on All Railway Lines—| 


‘Bridges- Gone Or Approaches All Flooded. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 1.—Never in 
the history of the West has there been a 
more complete prostration of railway traf- 
fic than exists at present to the west, 
south and north of Kansas City. 


The approaches to the bridge of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, at Sheffield, 
10 miles east of Kansas City, went down 
this morning, although the bridge proper 
intact and is built to stand any 
possible stage of water. The fall of the 
approaches to this bridge leaves the Santa 
Fe bridge at Sibley, 25 miles from here, the 
only structure of the kind still standing. 
There is‘no danger of this going down, and 
unless the water blocks the tracks lead- 
ing to it, this line will manage to keep up 
its service to Chicago without interruption. 

At the office of the Santa Fe it was 
stated this morning that one train had left 
for the West, going over the Missouri Pa- 
cific tracks to Paoli, Kan., and from there 
io Ottawa and then on to California. At 
the Missouri! Pacific this was denied, the 
statement being made that no trains had 
gone over their line today and the prospect 


_\was not bright that any would be able to 


leave. 
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The Wabash announced this morning 
that they would have a train east at 10 
o'clock, but as this train was expected to 
leave over the Milwaukee bridge, the 
Wabash hopes were blasted and ‘that line 
is for the time being out of business. 


The Union Pacific has abandoned all 
effort to run trains west and announced 
this morning that it would be fortunate if 
it was able to run trains into Topeka in- 
side of two weeks. 


The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy ran a 
train out for Chicago at 9:30 this morn- 
ing. It carried a number of St. Louis pas- 
sengers who will make connections at some 
point on the line. Another train over this 
road came in from Chicago during the 
forenoon and it is expected to send out 
another tonight... No trains went west.

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Statement Made by Flood Refugees That Have Not 
. Been Authenticated. 


KANSAS CITY, June 1.—According to 


the statements of flood refugees which gen- 


erally are exaggerated, from the east 
bottoms, about 60 Belgians, men, women 
and children, were drowned near the Cres- 
cent Hotel on Sycamore avenue, early 
this morning. They were laborers and their 
families, who lived in small frame houses 
along the railroad tracks. 

The ground on which their homes stood 
was higher than the water early last 
night. The Belgians remained in thelr 
homes. About daylight today their homes 
began to float and they were drowned 
while trying to reach the south bluffs. 

Another refugee reported the drowning 
of 12 persons in a skiff. They were carried 


* out into the river shouting for help. Their 


ekiff capsized and all were drowned.

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Many people are yét imprisoned by the 
waters in the west bottoms. From the 
high west bluff between Thirteenth and 
Seventeenth streets this morning could be 
seen white sheets waving up and down 
from the roofs of several buildings away 
out across the waters. Shouts for help 
came across the waters to the thousands 
of people that lined the bluffs. 

Through a field glass five persons, one 
of them a woman, were seen upon a roof 
at Sixteenth and Gennessce streets. They 
were waving a white sheet. Upon Genesseé 
street north of that point, near to Twelfth 
street, another white sheet was waved. 
Through the glasses a man and woman were 
seen upon the peaked roof of the house 
kitchen. Four men were on the roof of the 
Sonta Fe freight house, and there was no 
chance of reaching them. 

There were numerous attempts to rescue 
people in the east bottoms, and while sev- 
eral of them were successful, some of them 
failed. A number of women and children 
were taken from roofs in this section this 
morning, and an old man named Edward 
Bowers was also rescued. He had been on 
® roof in the rain for 24 hours, and was 
nearly dead through exposure. A number 
of women, said to be 60, are shut up in a 
schoolhouse at Rochester and Garland 
streets, and have been without food since 
yesterday. The current ran so swiftly past 
the building that no human effort 
force a rowboat against it.

PROFIT IN CITY REFUSE. 


From the New York Evening World. 

Maj. Woodbury continues and extends 
his admirable economies of street-cleaning 
administration by the utilization of the 
rubbish waste of the streets, making it 
bring a return to the city where hitherto 
it has been an expense. His early and suc- 
cessful experiments of using refuse for- 
merly dumped into the sea for filling in 
land have been noted. By a new process 
of burning such rcfuse, he secures by- 
products of value as fertilizers and of use 
in the manufacturing of potash, 

Also, out of the vegetable street rubbish, 
the department now extracts an oll which, 
sent abroad, finds its way back here in 
the form of perfumery. The old shoes 
collected, the unburned coal found in the 
ash dumps, discarded tin cans and other 
rejected matter all are put to use to fur- 
nish profit where formerly there was botn 
waste and also the expense incurred by 
getting rid of it at sea. 

At his present rate of progress another 
term of offices may see the street-cleaning 
commissioner demonstrating the possibil- 
ity of dispensing with an appropriation for 
the department and conducting it on the 
proceeds of the converted garbage. Chem-

Workers of New York Are 
Heavy Sufferers From 
Labor War. 


NEW. YORK, June 1.—The twenty-four 
days of labor warefare in New York de- 
prived the homes of the workingmen of 
more than $12,000,000, and has entailed a 
loss many times greater to capitalists and 


employers. : 

It has left hundreds of buildings unfin- 
ished skeletons in all parts of the city 
and caused delay in the completion: of 
schools, which may shut out thousands of 
children from school during the coming 


year. 

Delegates from several building branch- 
es report to the Central FeFderation Un- 
ion that their men will also strike this 
week if their demands are not met. 

The only possibility for settlement from 
the employers’ standpoint is the withdrawal 
of the United Board of Building Trades 
support from the recently organized team- 
ters’ union which precipitated the present 
trouble. There is said to, a growing 
feeling on both sides to resume work, how- 


ever. 
A delegate from the Marine Machinists’ 


reported to the Federated Union meeting 
that his organization probably will call a 
strike this week against those employers 
who refuse to grant $3 and an 
eight-hour workday for outside jobbers, 
with nine hours for inside shop work. 

It is announced that .8000 clothing cut- 
ters in this city who threatened to quit 
today have reached a compromise on their 
demands for eight hours and extra pay for 
holidays. 


M’MILLAN AFTER MURDERERS 


St. Louis Explorer Will Punish Natives 
for Slaying Correspondent With 
Him in Africa. 


ADEN, Arabia, June 1—A message has 
been received from Oder, Abyssinia, sent 
by W. N. McMillan of St. Louis, who is 
leading an expedition down the Blue Nile, 
Biving details of the murder by the natives 
of M. Dubois de Saulle, the correspondent 
of the Paris Figaro, who was accompany- 
ing the expedition. 

Mr. McMillan was determined to avenge 
the murder and sent out Messrs. Brown 
and Fairfax, two of his companions, with 
20 armed men, who searched the villages 
for the murderers, without success. 

At one place they were sourrounded by 
spearmen, who threatened them. Messrs. 
Brown and Fairfax retired, because a fight 
with the villagers would have raised the 
country against the expedition. 

When the murder was reported to Mr. 
McMillan he sent messages to the Abys- 
sinian chief of the region, —s him to 
send a sufficient force to capture the crim- 
inals. The expedition is now at Oder 
awaiting the arrival of the Abyssinians.

MANY FLOATERS AT MEMPHIS. 


Seven Taken From the Mississippi in 


Twelve Days. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., June 1.—In 12 days 
seven floaters have been dragged from the 
Mississippi, breaking all records. Dr. B. 
F. Chiles of Pecan Point, 40 miles above 
Memphis, sheds light on the mystery, as ac- 
eording to his story, there were 16 negroes 
lost in open boats on Sunday night, May

JETT SAYS HE WILL NOT 
BEAR WHOLE LOAD OF GUILT 


Jail Is More Closely Watched Since 
Rumor That Friends Would Try 
to Rescue Him Has Been 
Circulated. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JACKSON, Ky., June 1.—Mllitta guards 
were placed about the homes of all the 
members of the Hargis-Cockrill families in 
this town Sunday. 

Two extra men were placed in the fail, 
where Curtis Jett and Tom White, indict- 
ed for the murder of James M. Marcum, 
are imprisoned. 

Thomas Marcum, the brother of the latest 
victim of the feud, and John Fitzpatrick, 
the principal witness against the accused 
in regard to the Cockrill assassination, 
came into town Sunday. 

The Hargis faction at once applied to Col. 
Roger Williams, in command of the state 
troops here, for protection. He placed a 
guard at their homes and the houses where 
Thomas Marcum and Capt. John Patrick 
were staying with their relatives. Out- 
posts are maintained upon all the roads 
leading into Jackson. 

Patrick, who broke an eleven months’ 
exile to come here to testify against Jett, 
undoubtedly is in danger. 

It was found necessary to place a guard 
on the inside of the jail, because there were 
persistent rumors that all is not right in- 
side and that there are plans on “foot 
among the friends of Jett and White to 
get them out. 

The men on the inside can easily call to 
their comrades at the front door in charge 
of the Gatling gun, should there be any 
need for assistance. In this case a mes- 
senger would’ have to be dispatched to the 
camp, a half mile distant, for the keys, 
which are in charge of Col. Williams, be- 
fore the jail could be entered. 

It is said tonight that the trials of Jett 
and White will be postponed by Judge Red- 
wine for one week. This is done by the re- 
quest of Attorney John D. O'Neill of Cov- 
ington, who is engaged in another murder 
trial in Cincinnati and has been retained to 
defend Jett. 

Thomas Marcum and Judge John L. Pat- 
rick will appear for Mrs. Marcum, to as- 
sist in the prosecution. 

Privates Fishback and Shanks, of the 
militia guard, say that in the jail Jett 
made some dire threats that he would not 
stand under the entire load. He said: 

“Others are as deep in the mud as I am 
and they must take their part of the medl- 
sine.”’ 

; Jett is badly frightened by the activity 
of the guard about the jail, it is said. He 
curses the soldiers and will not speak with 
them at any time.

PREDICTS TROUBLE 
WHEN TROOPS GO 


LEXINGTON, Ky., June 1—The Herald 
today publishes an interview with a citi- 
zen of Jackson, now here, in which he 
gives his views as to what may be expect- 
ed when the troops are withdrawn from 


Breathitt County. 

After reviewing conditions he argues that 
no permanent good will result from the 
presence. of the troops and, the pending 
trials, but, on the contrary, that they will 
only aggravate the troubles that have 
cursed Breathitt County. For the accused 
to be tried in Breathitt County under pres- 
ent conditions would be a ‘‘farce.”’ 

“When the troops are removed, there 
will be either an exodus of anti-Hargis 
men or a bloody feud, much bloodier than 
any that has heretofore happened in 
Kentucky.” 

He thinks that the trials will serve 
only to align a large majority of the pop- 
ulation oneone or the other side. He 
asserts that certain county officials are 
interested in securing the acquittal of 
the men accused of murder, an redicts 
that they, therefore, will be acquitted. 

He says what was told before the spe- 
cial grandjury is now known and pre- 
served. and that more men have been 
marked. He says that the information 
that Tom White was indicted was known 
to White's friends before the warrant 
itself was drawn, and that an official 
started a messenger to warn White.
